THE DAILY CHRONICLE on Tuesday last, in the course of a 
leading article upon Lorp BALrouR’s approaching visit to Palestine, 
commented most encouragingly upon the Jewish re-settlement in 
that country and referred, in terms that must be most gratifying to 
all Jews, to the University project. Our contemporary fails to see— 
and we are notin the least surprised—any valid grievance on the 
part of the Arabs in the work of upbuilding the country which Jews 
are doing, and it bids those who imagine that the Arabs have ground 
for complaint to recollect that Palestine, which has been languish- 
ing under the sterilising rule of the Turks” for hundreds of years, 
is still to-day a half-barren land. Ik,“ it proceeds, ‘Jews can 
come with their brains, their money, and their energy to reclaim 
and use the land, and introduce industry, it will be so much the 
better for everyone.” That, we imagine, will be accepted as a 
truism by most people—indeed, by all who are not blinded by 
prejudice against Jews and think their presence anywhere 
and in any circumstances a misfortune. But, after thus speaking 
of Jewish strivings and Jewish aspirations in respect to’ Pales- 
tine, our contemporary winds up by observing: Politically, 
of course, so long as they ‘the Jews) are in a minority they will only 
possess minority rights.’ What this oracular sentence with its 
monitory tone exactly means it is difficult to determine. W hat are 

minority rights? To what extent are they to be differentiated 
from those of the majority in any well-ordered State? It is not even 
always certain that a majority can get the sort of government it 
wishes, and sometimes it happens that it has to put up with a 
Government which is the choice of the minority. Nor does the 
majority everywhere possess decisive political power. There are 
many instances in the British Empire, for instance, where that is 
exercised by the minority. And there is surely a great deal to be 
said against the theory that the political complexion of a country 
is to be determined by a mere count of noses. If the alternative 
influences are near to each other in point of numbers and majority is 
to be the final word, then i; may well be that, in effect, a very few 
liave the ultimate power of dictating to all. What Jews hope to 
secure in Palestine are National rights; and those, while some- 
thing very different from any possible conception of minority 
rights, do not seem to us in the least incompatible with our people 
being in a minority when compared with the rest of the inhabitants 
of Palestine. If it were otherwise, the Zionist Movement would be 
truly a Sysipbus task. For Jews cannot possibly hope, by any 


calculation, to be in a majority for we know not how long, bandi- 
capped as they are in the effort by having started with tremendous 
odds against them and with having severe restrictions upon their 
adding to the natural increase of the Jewish population of the 
country by immigration. If by minority rights" the DAILy 
CHRONICLE is, however, thinking only of what was secured to Jews 
and others in certain Treaty States, Jews can enjoy them in those 
States now without migrating to Palestine, the sentiment concerning 
which they can continue to nourish as Jews have nourished it in 
the Diaspora for ages. But that would not tend to solve the Jewish 
problem or secure the maintenance of Jews and Judaism such as 
we believe, can be effected only, or at least most surely, by Jews 
building up a Jewish Commonwealth in their ancient land, And to 
promote that, is the purpose of the Zionist Movement, 


The Eastleigh Migrants. 


We have no desire to take part in the controversy that has 
arisen in our columns between Mr. O0rro Scuirr, the able and 
earnest President of the Jews’ Temporary Shelter, and Dr. JocHEL- 
man, who has devoted so much of his life to the cause of our 
brethren who have found themselves compelled to migrate from 
Eastern Europe. But it seems to us clear from the interview 
which we publish this week with Colonel Bannon, that no grester 
wrong has ever been done to helpless men and women than that 
inflicted upon these poor people who are stranded at Eastleigh, 
There seems to be no feasible proposition for the amelioration of 
their hapless condition, Our brethren in the United States are 
appealed to. They are asked to exercise their influence in 


getting the United States Government to admit these migrante. 


similarly situated in other parts of Europe. But 
several of our fellow- Jews in the United States, with that 
incomparable champion, Mr. Louis MARSHALL, at their head, 
have, for we know not. how many months, been doing their 
utmost in that direction, and have met with no success, 
Nor can it reasonably be hoped, having regard to all circum- 
stances, that any is likely in the near future. The spirit 
which prevails in America prohibits any such idea, Why some other 
destination has not been found for the poor people, since their 
entry into America is for the time being impossible, does not appear, 
We should have thought that there must be somewhere—some- 
where—tbata comparatively few people could be settled and redeemed 
from the virtual imprisonment to which they are now subjected. 
Perhaps, however, the idea is to keep them where they are 
for so long that they will qualify for naturalisation—then if 
would be found that the addition of a few hundred stranded men 
and women tothe general population would not mean the downfall 
of England or the ruin of the British Empire, 


and others 


We warmly commend to our readers a perusal of the words 
uttered by the Rev. A. A. GREEN at the annual meeting of the 
Union of Jewish Women. Mr. GREEN spoke not only out of 
the abundance of his experience, but of the kindly nature and 
keen discrimination, too, which bave ever been characteristic of 
him. He pleaded for the human in charitable endeavour, for 
finding in every case the true mean between hide-bound 
officialdom in charity administration and the evils of indiscriminate 
largesse dictated only by uninstructed sentiment. It is, of course. 
difficult to find; but keeping it always before us as an ideal, we 
are much more likely than not to reach near to it. Mr. GREEN 
rightly calls attention to the saddest, as well as the most difficulé, 
ot cases that appeal to philanthropy—those of men and women who, to 
use a colloquialism, have come down in the world, who once were 
independent and now are forced to seek aid. The Psalmist of 
old selected this class of poor as the one in applying to 
whom wise understanding, the helper most surely earned the blessing 
of happiness. Nor could Mr. GREEN'S sane and sympathetic 
address on philanthropy bave been made to a body more apt for the 
purposé than the Union of Jewish Women. The record of their 
work is one of the brightest features in Anglo-Jewish endeavour, 
They have in many directions raised the idea of Charity far 
away from its more material implications and nearer the great 
spiritual obligation it forms. There are, however, other institu- 
tions that sorely need the adjurations contained in Mr. GREEN'S 
address. For there are still considerable areas of communal effort in 
which only the most uncharitable of charity has the remotest vogue, 


Bankruptcy Act Amendment. 

Tun Committee appointed by the Board of Trade to consider 
what amendments in the Bankruptcy Act are desirable and what 
provisions should be recommended for the better discovery 
and the more efficient punishment of offences, issued its 
report on Wednesday. It made several recommendations with 
which most will agree; save where there exists an objection, which 
many hold, to bankruptcy, whatever its nature, being regarded 
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un u criminal offence. That is not a point of view with which 
we concur, but it is held, and bas to be reckoned with. 
We notice that the Committee confirms the contention, msde in this 
o@umn more than once, that a great deal of trouble is caused by 
She easy manner in which credit has been given to buyers who were 
@brious!y not in a position to deal legitimately with the goods 
and as, more or less, a gamble. There can be no doubt that many 
Arms have well-nigh thrown their goods upon traders because the 
beds were otherwise undisposable, and they were content to take the 
tisk of not being paid in full or at all, against the certainty 
Ok othet wise being léft with the goods on their hands. We shall 
Mawes an opportunity of reverting to this matter when the report is 
@emt with by the Board of Trade, either in the form of a Bill or 
Gherwise. But we would say now that we are strenuously opposed 
Bo one suggestion which the Committee makes. It proposes that 
all dankrupts who aro aliens should be liable to deportation in 
@fdition to other punishments now provided for, or to be pro- 
wided for hereafter. That occurs to us to be as unwise as it is 
unfair There should be one law for all; and if itis thought desir. 
Ale that in certain circumstances a bankrupt should not be 
@Mowed to remain in this country, then the samo measure should 
apply to one born here as to one who was born elsewhere.

T is a gibe many of us must have heard directed against 


ARMCHAIR 


Jews in this country in relation to their disregard of litera- 

ture. It told of one of our people here who had suddenly 

become very rich, who invited one of his friends to see a 
new house he had taken to himself, and in which every conceivable 
luxury was featured. With great pride he showed his guest room 
after room, the acme of comfort and fashion upon which no 
expense had been spared and returning to the drawing-room 
after inspecting the magnificent grounds attached to the house, 
he slapped his friend upon the shoulder and asked? Well now, 
what do you think of it all?” “Really! very nice,’ said the 
friend, but do you know, you don't appear to have a library. 
Where do you keep your books?" Books! books, was the reply, 
I don't keep my books at home; I keep my books at the office |” 
1 fancy that the story could have been told with practically 
as much point of a non-Jew nouveau riche as of one of our people 
who had quickly acquired wealth beyond the dreams of avarice. 
Still, it must be admitted that the joke tits many Jews with perturbing 
comfort. Books do not feature prominently in the average Jewish 
home. For the most part, they are represented by some Chumoshin 
and a set or two of Machsorim, themselves, like the other 
volumes which stand in some corner of some room, as a per- 
manent piece of furniture, never disturbed except for the purposes 
of dusting, are reminiscences of Barmitzvah occasions in the 
domestic circle. Why so few Jews prize books to the extent of 
buying and collecting them is one of the strangest anomalies of our 
strange, anomalous folk. 

* 

But the fact remains, and common observation proves it 
Whether the Jews of other lands show a like trait and, if so, to 
the same extent, Jam in doubt. The houses of Jews in Germany 
which I have visited usually showed that their owners appre- 
ciated literature, and the same was my experience with my 
Jewish friends in the United States. That the Jews in England 
are singularly lacking in the evidence of education and culture 
which even a moderate collection of good books goes 
to give, was confirmed to me the other day when I learnt how few 
English Jews subscribe to the Jewish Publication Society of 
If that 
were all, it might reasonably be suggested that English Jews did 
not feel themselves under obligation to support an American 


iustitution, however admirable in itself; and that they preferred 
giving what aid they could to native causes. 


But the Jewish 
Publication Society of America happens to be the only organisation 
in the whole world which issues Jewish literature in English. 
It follows that it thus claims the attention as well as, I think, the 
co-operation of all Jews in English-speaking countries, who care at 
all for Jewish literature. That it receives so little encouragement 
from English Jewry is some proof of our disregard of the calls of 
literature. 
> * 

But perhaps it may be thought that it is Jewish literature our 
people do not set store by. This idea can be readily negatived in 
anyone who nourishes it, by, as I have already suggested, taking 
notice and seeing how Jewish house after house is devoid of any- 
thing that can be said to be of the nature of a library. Not the 
least curious thing about this matter is that Jews are none the less 
They appear to prefer, however, such evanescent 
literature as comes to them through the circulating libraries to which 
they subseribe and the journals which they favour. ‘This, to be sure, 
is at once a symptom and a result of the lack in Jews (or at 


least in Jews in this country) of that spirit which can be 


satisfied only with the reading of good literature. It is, 
perhaps, a sign of Jewish degeneration constantly becoming 
multiplied, which is as ominous as any that can be descried among 
the clouds that throw their shadows over Anglo-Jewry of to-day. 


A thirst for knowledge, a desire to acquire facts in the region of 
science or literature or history, religion or philosophy or what else— 


that manifested by any people is at once a tribute to their mental 
virility and their moral strength, and a guarantee of a healthy and 
wholesome spirit within them. 
> * * 
The Jewish Publication Society of America, however, is by no 
means the only medium whereby the book huyer in England, who

satisfy his wisbes. There is a host of books of Jewish interest 
coustantly streaming from the press and many, if not most of 
them, are valuable volumes for what a great lover of books once 
called entertainment and the acquisition of knowledge. 1 
have in mind as I write two works that have been recently issued. 
The first is a history of the Jewish people, compiled by Mr. 
Jack M. Myers, son of a former Editor of Tue JEWISH CHRONICLE. 
Up till now three volumes of this history have been issued by Vesers. 
iiegan Paul, and they show that the author has a real talent for pre- 
senting the cold facts of history in an alluring and attractive manner. 
the volumes are intended primarily for school use, but there are 
few children of a larger growth who would not had it well worth their 
while to read these volumes and thus gain something of an idea of 
the career of our people from its beginnings until modern times. 
No one can rise from a perusal of this record, if he be only a Jew of 
wortby spirit, without having his pride in his people enhanced, his 
conception of their place in the world heightened and his self con- 
sciousness as a Jew made more worthy. 
* * * 

the other volume is one that has within the last few months 
been issued by Mesers. Longmans and Co., and is a 
reprint of some of the contributions that have from time 
to time appeared in THE JEWISH CHRONICLE by my able 
pen-colleague, Benammi. Reading these essays week by week, 
charming as they are and always full of thought, and 
forming as they do a real education, we are apt to 
miss their supreme value; because we peruse them as a part ofa 
newspaper issue. Lifted into a sphere of their own, as they are 
in the volume to which I refer, their beauty is enhanced and 
their value made all the clearer. I do not know how many Jews 
have bought this book. I suppose it would be difficult to arrive at 
any approximate figure. But Il am sure that as many have not bought 
it as should havedone: because l have not observed that a repeated 
edition of it has been called for, and that must have been the ease 
it as many of our people as ought to have acquired the book, 60 
that they might prize it as a cherished friend, had availed themselves 
of the privilege of buying it. I had sent to me the other day by the 
Editor a number of cuttings from various newspapers, containing 
notices of Benammis book and, frankly, I was astonished to 
find the deep and abiding impression these cousinly Letters of 
his have made upon non-Jewish readers. Without in any sense 
being anything in the nature of propaganda, the book seems te 
have inspired non-Jews with an altogether new and better 
idea of Jews and Judaism. More than one critic was evidently 
surprised to find how much true Christianity, how much 
theoretical Christianity of the ethical kind, there is in Judaism. 
More than one who clearly regarded Judaism as a materialistic 
kind of faitb, was surprised to note its magnificent spirituality, as 
Benammi explains it. So that his Letters to his Cousin are 
really epistles to the Christians, making them wise, to use the 
American expression, concerning Jews, their hopes and aspirations, 
The book cannot. have failed to hate 
dispersed in many many cases the cloud of misunderstanding under 
which so many non-Jews live and have their being in regard to 
Jews. And it is misunderstanding—non-understanding—which ie 
to so large an extent the very basis of all the trouble of the Jewieb 
world-position. 

Here, then, are two works which it would be well for any 
Jew to choose, here and now, as the nucleus of a Jewish Library. 
In a sense Benammis writings are really complementary to the 
work of Mr. Myers. Because together they give a magnificent con- 
spectus of Jewish mentality—they show what Jews are and why 
they are what they are. Mr. Myers tells us how, by events and 
happenings through which they have passed, they have arrived at 
the moral condition which Benammi analyses and explains. Se, 
as the great Bismarck put it, of the History and the Letters, it may 
be said hand washes hand. And if in what 1 have said I have 
induced some of my readers to keep at least two books af home, 
have no doubt I shall bave done them a service for which, sooner 
rather tban later, they will find reason to be thankful. 


An Early “ Conferencer.”’ 

The meeting last week of the Great Synagogue Guild, at which 
the Rev. A. A. Green carried a resolution in favour of the calling of an 
Anglo-Jewish Conference on religious matters, reminds me that just 
about a century ago there passed away ove of the first men in the 
community who made a similar proposal. In 1812, Mr. J. King, 
whose original name was Rey, bis family origin having been in 
the Peninsula, addressed a communication to the Sephardic Congre- 

pation of which he was a member, in which he declared that his 
non-attendance at Synagogue was because to him it was not 9 
and that he could pray with more solemnity in 
his own home. He noted how sparsely the Synagogue was attended 
by the Congregation at large, how indecent was the conduct of 
and he drew particular attention to the 
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ostremels uneducated and disorderly charity boys. All this and 
more. he complained, had turned the House of Prayer into an 
fixchange or Mart for the discussion of news or carrying out of 
commercial transactions,” and he offered “his purse and his person” 
in furtherance of some scheme for the amelioration of the state of 
affairs be had drawn attention to, suggesting that the Mahamad 
should call a Conference on the subject. 


The Seedlings of Reform. 

The Mahamad, however, ignored Mr. King aud his proposals. 
Whether it was in resentment or for more intimate reasons the 
“Parly Conterencer severed his active connection with the 
Community and abstained from attending Synagogue, whatever 
the occasion. He, however, also married an Irish Catholic lady of 
rank and fortune; but in spite of all temptation, which in those 
davs was extremely strong, he remained a professing Jew. Had he 
consented to“ go over, as his wife so insistently persuaded him to, 
ho could undoubtedly bave secured by her influence a considerable 
official position. But nothing would induce him to leave the old 
faith. his attachment to which was not merely of the negative 
order. He did not only resist the Baptismal font. He clung to 
Judaism positively, insomuch that he devoted himseli to Jewish 
literature, and at his own expense published among other works 
avid Levy's Dissertation on the Prophets. When Mr. hing died 
in 18241—he bequeathed a small legacy to the Synagogue. But he 
loft to the community a more considerable gift. For there can be 
no doubt that it was the seedlings sown by him that grew into tho 
Reform Movement in this country a quarter of a century later, 


The Winchester Romance. 

“ Nowhere,” a correspondent writes. have I seen the Romance 
of the Marchioness of Winchester told in anything like its rich 
fulness... It involves a regrettable culbule from the Synagogue 
Almeimar to the Peerage in the course of what may well be in the 
memory of men and women still living. For the grandfather of 
the new Marchioness was a greatly respected Chazan-Minister. He 
was Samuel Hoffnung who, a native of Poland, had distin- 
guished himself as a Talmudical student and came to this country 
when a young man in 1836. Ho subsequently obtained appoint. 
ments as Minister, first at Newcastle-on-Tyne and afterwards at 
Exeter. A man of intense piety and strict observance, if he had 
dreamt that a grand-daughter of his would become a Marchioness 
by marrying out of the faith, he would probably have regarded the 
vision as a nightmare, aud have proceeded to say the appropriate 
blessing before reciting his morning orison.“ Sic Transit’! From 
the Jewish House of Prayers to the House of Peers via a non- 
Jowish marital union is, indeed, a Lucifer fall!

Sin, -The remarks of Mentor“ in last week's issue, in the matter 
of Jewish contributors to the Bt. Paul's Preservation Fund, will have 
been read with interest, but, I trust, not with conviction. It must be 
remembered that Jewish places of worsbip in this country have not 
spurned gifts from outside the community. A beam presented by Queon 
Anne is stili to be found at Bevis Marks. A donation of twenty pounds 
fcom the Members of Parliament for the county, was accepted with 
gratitude by the Portsmouth Synagogue in 1835. Instances of such 
benefactions could be multiplied. Surely we should repay at more than 
compound interest by the preservation of the fabric of what is externally 
the grandest monument of the City to which so many of us belong, and

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Obituary. 


Tae Rev. A. SCHLOSS (Margate). 


The death occurred last Wednesday, of the Rev. Alexander Schloss, 
who but recently retired from the post of Minister of the Margate 
Congregation, Mr. Schloss, who was appointed spiritual head of the 
congregation five years ago, had previously been Minister at Nottingham. 
He was the recipient of a presentation from the members of the Notting. 
ham Congregation on the occasion of his completion, tn 1914, of twenty- 
five years as a Minister in that town. 


Mr. ELLIS K. YATES (Liverpool). 


The death occurred, on Thursday of last week, of Councillor Ellis K. 
Yates. a member of one of the oldest Jewish tamilies in Liverpool. Mr Yates, 
who was in his fifty-eighth year, was born in Liverpool, and was educated 
in the Royal Institution School, In 1922 he was elected one of the 
Conservative representatives of the Low Hill Ward in the City Council, 
and since that time he had performed useful services as a member of the 
Water Committee and the Libraries, Museums and Arts Committee. He 
took a keen interest in many communal institutions, and was for some 
years Warden of the Old Hebrew Congregation, Princes Road. He was 
also actively connected for many years with the local Company of the 
Jewish Lads’ Brigade, of which he was an Onder, and was Hon. Secretary 
of the local Branch of the Jewish Association for the Protection of Girls 
and Women. From 1396 the deceased was an Officer in the 7th King's 
(Liverpool) Regiment. At a meeting of the Libraries Committee held on 
Friday last, sympathetic reference was made to the death of Mr. Yates, 
The funeral was at Broad Green Cemetery on Monday, when a large and 
representative gathering of mourners paid à last tribute to the deceased. 
Mr. Yates leaves a widow and two children to mourn his loss. An “Ia 
Memoriam” meeting of the members of the Old Hebrew Congregation 
was to be held on Wednesday evening of this week at the Synagogue, 
Princes Road. 

A TRIBUTE. 

Though far more able pens may place on record the debt which 
Liverpool Jewry owes to the memory of Mr. Yates, may I, as one who 
formerly worked jointly with this much respected gentleman, testify to 
the thorovgh going, consistent, and ungrudging services he had rendered 
bis native City, well upholding the family traditions in this respect. Io 
the widow, and all members of the deceased's family, I extend my 
deepest sympathy. He was untiring in whatever capacity allotted to 
him, and to several charities he acted simultaneously as Hon. Secretary, a 
post which invariably entails practically all the detailed work to carry it 
through effectively. His communal work was his pride and pleasure, 
and his life was, indeed, notin vain. His loss is a severe blow fo his 
native City.—From Mr. S. J. HENOCHSBERG. 


At the Princes Road Synagogue last Saturday, the Rev. S. Frampton, 
B. A., devdted his address to the great loss the community had sustained 
by the death of Mr, Yates. He belonged to a family whose 
ancestors were among the founders of the local community, whose 
members took a leading part in building it up, winning for it the high 
name it enjoyed in the city and in Anglo-Jewry. And Ellis K. Yates 
from his early years had carried on those traditions in as high a degree as 
any of them, and higher than many. He believed in his Judaism, was 
devoted to it; and happy in his observance of it. Deeply attached 
to his synagogue and ever concerned for the decorum and impressiveness 
of its services, he was always anxious that its influence should not be 
lost on the growing generation. He was inspiredin his public and private 
life by the highest ideals of honour; a man of principle who lived up to 
bis principles. 


Miss SARAH SOLOMON, 


The death occurred on Sabbath last of Miss Sarah Solomon, late 
Headmistress of the Stepney Jewish Schools. She served the schools 
for a period of over forty years, retiring thirteen years ago. On Monday 
last, the day of the funeral, the Rey. J. F. Stern addressed a few 
words to the children in memory of the late Headmistress after 
prayers in the Adler Hall. Mr. Stern officiated at the service at the 
Willesden Cemetery. 


SOME TRIBUTES. 


Sarah Solomon was the first head-mistress of the Stepney Jewish 
Schools. She held that post for no less than forty-two years, retiring in 
1912, when she attained the age limit. During this period,” says the 
annual report of the schools for that year, the tone and discipline of the 
girls’ school have always been excellent, and there has never been an 
unfavourable report from the education authorities.” In character and 
vitality Miss Solomon never grew old. The secret lay, I think, in the 
rare simplicity and sweetness of her nature. Her eyes saw only the best 
in everything and everybody, and she judged all about her in the scale of 
merit. Ot herself she hardly thought at all. For she was singularly free 
from all pettiness and susceptibility to offence. Her appearance was the 
reverse of formidable. She was a homely soul in the truest sense, and her 
school was indeed a home. There she seemed like a mother of a large 
family, smilingly busy over her endless duties, bustling sometimes, but 
never impatient. Her assistant teachers she treated as if they were elder 
daughters, helping her to take charge of the young ones of the family. 
Her authority never needed to be asserted ; a mother’s never does. And 
yet the sheer goodness, the unalloyed sincerity of her disposition exerted 
an influence over each generation of her girls which they alone have 
been able to measure as they have grown up into womanhood. Affecta- 
tion and selfishness were shamed out of existence before her wholesome 
simplicity. She made her girls love their religion, to see in it all that

As a fellow-worker for very many years at the Stepney Jewish 
Schools of the late Sarah Solomon, who has just passed away at a ripe 
old age, I would add a brief word of heartfelt tribute to the record of her 
life's work, which will appear in your columns. Miss Solomon and I 
were not only fellow-workers at the School in whose service she spent 
her life, but close personal friends. It was no part of her duty to lighten 
my task, and yet she did so most willingly and cheerfully on 
many an occasion that recurs to my mind. If a letter had to be 
issued over my signature, I had only to send the original to Miss 
Solomon, and the required number of copies were at my disposal 
for signature by the specified day. If a large batch of certified 
copies of marriage entries had to be prepared at the end of the 
quarter, when other work pressed, her help was always available. 
She would invite the members of her staff to follow her lead, and ber 
influence was readily exerted in my interests. I can recall numerous 
eccasions when I availed myself of her kindly help but not one when she 
urged, as she could well have done, that the strenuousness of her own 
life and work demanded all her time and effort. itis the recollection of 
her kindly disposition that comes back to me as I look back upon ber 
many years work at the Stepney Schools; and I doubt not that this strong 
trait in her own character exerted its natural influence on the characters 
of the girls of the School, who looked up to ber with the respect that was 
her due, and were drawn to her with au affection which was inspired 
and stimulated by her own lovable disposition. For her, living was an 
opportunity for loving. “ Give her of the fruit of her hands, and let ber 
works praise her in the gater.”—From the Rev. J. F. STERN. 


Mr. J. MILLHOFP. 

The death at Brighton a few days ago, after a long period of ill-health, 
of Mr. J. Millboff ends a remarkable career. The deceased, who was a 
nativo of Russia, came to this country when quite a young man. He 
entered the tobacco trade, and became a pioneer in the introduction into 
th.s country of popular brands of cigarettes. His association with the 
famous tenor, de Reszke, is almost historic, and this led to the develop- 
ment of a trade in high-grade J urkish cigarettes, which is now a world- 
wide industry.

THe LATE BISHOP OF SALFORD. 

As very briefly mentioned in our last issue, Rabbi Dr. B. Salomon, 
preaching from the text taken from the Haphtorah of the day, Thus 
saith the Lord, I am against thee, Pharaoh, King of Egypt, the great 
crocodile . . . who hath said the river is mine own, and I made it 
for myself, said the Prophet's glowing words reprove the despotic will 
of Egypt and its King, and compare the latter to the crocodile. This 
obstinate and cruel King believed the river and whole of Egypt were only 
made for him. To no one else belonged the land but to him no one else 
bad a right to call one inch of it its own; no one bad a right to walk upon 
the ground, whose train and tenor of thoughts and feelings were not like 
his—depriving its inhabitants of what was to be considered everyone's 
share. The stranger had no right to enter the sacred boundary of Egypt. 
This river should not, like other rivers, form a boundary between different 
countries, but betweon man and man. There are still small and great 
crocodiles, whether they are revolutionists or Royalists, as we even find 
them in our present Government, who also say “the river is mine, and 1 
have made it for myself.” A great contrast to those ill minded men was 
the late Bishop of Salford, who, in passing away, had made Manchester 
poorer of one ofits mosteminentcitizens. Dr. Casartelli was a scholarof 
European fame, but it is not his great learning that will cause him to 
live in our memory. Born in our neighbourhood, he must. at an early age, 
have conceived a brotherly interest in his Jewish neighbours, and this 
interest he converted into deeds, 
by triumpbs of erudition, but by a spirit of broadmindedness, which 
marked the genuiueness of his religious sentiments. 1 had a striking 
example of his real character, when I approached him for support at the 
great meeting in the Town Hall to protest against the Beilis case. Not 
only did he give me his warmest support, but he appointed bis secretary as 
one of the conveners, thus stamping the meeting with cficial approval 
of his great chirch. The happy relations between the Jewish community 
and other creeds, which have always been the distinguishing mark of 
Manchester Jewry, are largely due to the example of such men as the late 
Bishop, who wiil share in that biiss which—the Talmud tells us—is tho 
portion of the righteous of all creeds in the world to come.

There is,” continues THE JEWISH WORLD, “the gaping hiatus that 
exists between the nominal and the actual adherence of Jews in relation 
to the congregations to which they belong. It does not arise in all cases 
from mere carelessness or from accident. In most instances it is tho 
result of definite thought arriving at disbelief ; and it must be morally 
bad that people should, to the extent that it is palpable they do, give their 
support to that which does not claim their conscientious belief. It sets 
up a mentality on Religion which is a parody and defamation, and inbreeds 
deceit and sham and make-believe. That is an aspect of the matter which, 
however, it may have been present to the minds of some of those who took 
partin the Guild meeting, was touched upon by none. Had it been, wo 
are sure it must bave been quickly borne in upon all present that the 
remedy could not be found in the direction pointed to by Mr. Green. Wo 
believe that if a practicable remedy there be, it is dependent first on the 
Jewish religious fecling of the masses of cur people, and then upon some 

system of religious ordinance that, while not bound by the serf shackles of 

the past, shall set up an authority on matters religious that shall at * 

have due regard for tradition and for the needs and the aspirations of to- 

day. Such a subject, it will be readily observed, opens up wide and me 

problems of a most far-reaching nature. Of them the meeting which Mr. 

Green addressed, seemed to have little, if any, cognisance ; and we aro 
sure that they could not be adequately dealt with by such a Conference 
as Mr. Green appears to have in mind.”

Ladies’ Aid Association. 


The third annual meeting of the Association was held last Sunday at 
the Hospital, Stepney Green. 

— H. Hunte, the President, who was in the chair, said that the 
Association, which has a membership of 180, had gone ahead in its work. 
The Hospital was built and equipped for the individual who was ill, 
and it was the business of the Hospital to restore that jadtividual in good 
health to home and family as quickly as possible. Health was nota 
private affair, it was a community affair, for the health of one individaal 
affected very often that of others and the chief asset of the com- 
munity consisted in the lives the healthy fanctioning lives of tts people. 
The Ladies Ald Association was doing everything in its power to help the 
administrators so that the Hospital might fulfil its important 
mission. The Association was very much inoterested in the 
mathetic, the social, and even the economic aspects of the problem. 
During the year the Association had steadily progressed in its work, 
and its scope had increased, One hundred and fifty-three garments 
had been made. The Association was deeply grateful to the hostesses 
through whose kind hospitality the meetings were 80 successful. 
Their thanks were also due to the Brixton Synagogue Ladies 
Guild for its assistance in making garments, and to Mr. David Cope for 
his donation to defray the cost of materials The After-Care 
Committee which administers the Leah Gaster Fund, might well be 
called the “Social Service Bureau,” and it was a most important branch 
of their work. The Association had been fortunate in securing the volan- 
tary services of some of their ablest women for that work. Four oftheir 
members were giving their services for visiting and clerical work in 
connection with the Lady Almoner's department. The Association was 
endeavouring to raise £1,000 to endow a bed in its name. Nearly 
£200 had already been subscribed. A sale of work was to be held on 
March 1°th. Mrs. Hertz, after referring to the establishment of a 
Hoxpital library by the Association, paid a tribute to Miss Beatrice 
Oppenheimer and Miss Marjorie Gubbay, the Hon. Secretaries, and 

thanked the Matron and Staff and the Secretary of the Hospital for their 


ready assistance. 


Mrs. ADLER, the Treasurer, presented the balance sheet, 
which showed a total income of £592. Cash in hand amounted to £51. 
New members, she said, would be welcomed. 

Mrs. L. Mob, in moving the adoption of the report and balance: 
sheet, congratulated the Hon. Secretaries on their splendid report. She 
ald thatthe Association meant much tothe Hospital. The Hospital was 
built up from small beginnings. She was gratified to hear that the A880. 
ciation was interesting the children to do work for the Hospital. The 
library was a delight idea. 

Dr. J. BURNDORD, in seconding the motion, said that they were very 
grateful for the help given by the Association. He, however, regarded 
it as an insult to Anglo-Jewry that the Jewish Hospital should remain 
unfinished. ‘Their patients were demanding more than what the hospital 
could do for them. 

The report and balance- sheet were adopted. 

Major Isiport SALMON, M. P., in proposing the re-election of the Hon. 
Officers and Committee, said that the results of their eff rts in so short a 
time were worthy of all praise. He felt that although the founders had 
met with much opposition at the start, the future growth of the Hospital 
was assured. The Medical Authorities of the London County Council 
held the Jewish Hospital in great esteem That Hospital, with its Jewish 
doctors and its Jewish atmosphere, was of incalculable benefit to Jewish 
sufferers, and should receive the whole-hearted support of the contmunity. 
The hospital was indeed fortunate in baving the help of a band of 
enthusiastic women workers. 


The motion was seconded by Miss HaALrorp, supported by Mr. B. A. 
LEVINSON, and carried unanimously. 


Dr. A. GOOOMAN LEVY moved a vote of thanks to the speakers. The 
hospital, he said, had an income that met its present needs, but £25,000 
wore required to put it on a proper working basis. 

Dr. A. GASTER seconded the motion, which was adopted. 

On the motion of Dr. A. H. Levy, seconded by the Rev. MICHAEL 
AOLER, D. S. O., thanks were accorded to the Chairman.

CCLXXVI.—Pilgrims for Palestine. 


My DEAR COUSIN, 

It is probably true to assert that from the days when the Jews took 
possession of the Holy Land, the soul of the Jewish people has been 
bound up with Palestine. Naturally, Jewish sentiment for Palestine was 
strongest during such periods as Jews were forcibly removed from their 
country. The Great Return from Persia under Zerubbabel, and the suc. 
ceeding migrations under Ezra and Nehemiah, were organised and 
practical expressions of a longing which seemed never to have been 
altogether dead. That longing became still more intensified after the 
destruction of the Second Temple by Titus and the commencement of the 
Diaspora, which is the story of the Jewish people during the last two 
thousand years. What else is tho gist of the Messianic idea, but that one 
day the Jews should bo restorod to their country and see its ancient 
glories established“ 

In quite early days the longing for Palestine expressed itself in the 
collection of funds for the Holy Land. Josephus reports that the Pales. 
tine shekel contributed by the Jews of Babylon was kept in a safe place 
until the sum reached respectable dimensions. The money was then 
transported to Palestine by many thousands of men, partly pilgrims to 
the Holy Land and partly defenders of the sheke! collection against the 
possible attacks of robbers. Many famous Rabbis, who taught in Palestine, 
were of Babylonian origin; possibly the best known was the great Hillel. 
But opinions were not wanting which claimed that to live in Babylon was 


equivalent to living in Palestine. On TNS “TT Wen na 55). 

It is not too much to say that from the year 70 onwards the stream of 
Jewish immigrants into Palestine never dried up. Some went to study, 
others went to die. Did not the Ribbis say that he who is buried in 
Palestine is as though he were buried beneath the altar’ The Talmud 
contains many sayings, the palpable object of which was to suggest the 
superiority of Palestine over every other country. It is preferable, we 
may read in one passage, to live in a town In Palestine, even where the 
Gentile inhabitants predominate, rather than in a town in tiie diaspora 
(pond Pim. where the majority of the inhabitant aro Jews. And 
Why The reason is bold; its very boldness indicates that its purpose 
was to influence the peychology of the crowd. The reason is, that 
he who lives in Palestine may be said to have a God, whereas he who 
lives outside Palestine may be compared to one who has no God, and, 
indeed, to an idol worsbipper. 

This tradition was continued theoretically and practically in later 
generations. Iba Ezra declared that both for life and for death Palestine 
is superior to other countries. A belief became common that those who 
are buried in the dust of Palestine will be certain of the Resurrection. 
Hence a custom early arose in the Near East to take dead bodies to Pales- 
tine for burial. In the West, a handtul of Palestine earth, perhaps 
symbo!lically, was put into coffias, in the hope that the dead so distin- 
guished would share in any biessings meted out to those buried in 
Palestine. 

The Rabbis sometimes described in exaggerated language tho 
differential position of advantage of the Holy Land as compared with 
other countries, Of the ten portions of wisdom in the world, nine, they 
held, went to Palestine ; of the ten portions of beauty in the world, nine 
likewise were allotted to the Holy Land. Rabbi Jochanan ben Zakkal, 
who never ceased dinning into the ears of his contemporaries, “soon the 
Temple will be rebuilt,” declared that he who walks fcur paces 
in Palestine is certain of having a portion in the world to come. 
The air of Palestine, it was said, makes a man wise. PUNT FIN)? 
(ore Sx wr. God is better pleased, we may read in another passage, 


with a small group of Jews in Palestine than with a Groat Sanbedrion 


‘outside Palestine. Talmudic law allows a man to force his wife, or a wife 


to force her husband, to emigrate to Palestine, and the unwilling party, 
by refusing, gives ground for divorce. | 
During the Middle Ages the Jews always had some point of contact 
with the Holy Land. Supplies of money were sent thither from all parts 
for the support of those who devoted themselves to the study of the 
Torah, praying for the welfare of their benefactors. During the 12th, 
13th and 14th centuries many distinguished Jews went to Palestine to die 
there. One need only recall the example of Yehudah Halevi, who poured 
out his whole soul ia his poetry in praise of Zion. There was a belief 
current during those days that Palestine would remain a desert country 
80 long as the Jews were not there, and that when the Jews did return 
it would flourish as a well-watered garden. Notonly grave and distinguished 
men migrated, but groups of men without name and fame left their homes 
as pilgrims for Palestine. “May our eyes behold Thy return to Zion in 
mercy,” the Jews prayed three timesa day. These pilgrims appeared to 
join action to prayer. In 1556, Hans Dernschwan, an agent of the Fuggers 
in the East, reported that Jewish hopes of the restoration to Palestine 
ran high, and that many Jews went on pilgrimages to Palestine. One

Mount Tabor with a grey head; and Carmel, a soft bill, covered with 
verdure and glossy dark woods. Thus the medi#val chronicler. Why is 
it that the mere genius of the place inspires those who come within its 
influence with something wonderful? That wonder must be seen. 
Efforts should not be spared to facilitate the organisation of bands of 
pi'grims from this country. One recalis the expedition to Palestine of 
the Maccabwaus several years ago. Happily many of those who partict- 
pated in that venture are still in our midst. They might well form the 


_ Bucleus of the new pilgrim bands. We need organisation in this country 


for the purpose, and we need organisation in Palestine to map cut the 
journey, to provide for suitable accommodation, to furnish intelligent 
guides. We need also a special Guide-book to Palestine, worthy of the 
subject. I should like to see in it, possibly by way of appendix, a short 
history of the country and abundant extracts from the Talmud of pithy 
sayings about Palestine. The book should be beautifully printed and 
‘beautifully bound; it should contain an abundance of maps and plans 
and pictures. Nothing but the best work should be good enough for it. - 

I gather that more and more Christian pilgrims visit Palestine every 
year. Should not Jewish pilgrims follow suit? The best way to drive 
home to the rank and file of people the meaning of the New Palestine is 
to let them see it with their own eyes. Do we realise sufficiently that 
the oft-repeated prayer that our eyes may behold the restoration of Zion, 


is capable of an answer in these latter days? All we need is to organise — 


pilgrimages to Palestine.

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About Books. 


The Jews in Spain. 


“THe ‘RESPONSA’ OF RABBI SOLOMON BEN ADRETH OF BARCELONA 
(1255-1510) AS A BOURCE OF THE HrsToRY OF SPaIN,” by Rabbi Dr. 
Isidore Epstein (Kegan Paul) presents 4 comprehensive picture of the 
Jewish communal life in Spain frm 1235 to 1310. The Kesponsa of Rabbi 
Solomon ben Adreth, or Rashba, {rm a distinct contribution to the history 
of the Jews in Spain from the second half of the thirteenth century 0 the 

‘end of the first decade of the fourteenth century. These “ Responses,” over 

3,100 in number, based as they are on the problems of the day, throw 
much light on the contemporary political affairs of the Jews and their 
internal and external communal, social, and moral relations, which, in 
their turn, are illustrative of the conditions of the times. The details of this 
picture are mainly drawn from references, notes and information deposited 
undesignedly, cursorily, and somewhat obscurely in the -practical 
decisions contained in the Responsa of Adreth. The task undertaken by 
Dr. Epstein has been the carefal study of the Responsa, the interpretation, 
whenever necessary, of the often complicated arguments, the systematic 
collection of the scattered and interspersed data, their detailed investiga- 
tion, and finally their reconstruction into a picture of various phases of 
the Jewish communal life in Spain. In this task Dr. Epstein has had 
only one real predecessor, viz: J. Perles, whoseattractive work, R. Salomo 
ben Adereth, sein Loben und seine Schriften, 1455," may still be consulted 
with advantage. 


In summing op his investigation, Dr. Epstein concludes that what 
iu presses one most is the governing force which the religious traditions 
of the Jowish people supplied. They were scattered communities in a 
large area, living amidst a mixed population, subject to violent currents 
of religious fanatisism. The need of mutual detence kept the Jews close 
together ; althongh, on account of the rough experience through which 
many of them passed in different lands, there were to be found now and 
again men who were tempted to break the roligious bond which held the 
race together. The allurements of wealth seduced others. Dut, through 
the good times, and through the bad times, that were experienced in 
Spain, the most conspicuous feature of Jewish life was not the infidelity 
of a few here and there, but the stromg fidelity of the masses to the 
religious institutions which have preserved the Jews, through their 
chequered bistory, as one people. 


Great industry and deep learning have been combined in the writing 
of this admirable volume, and students wil! not fail to appeciate its distin- 
guished merits. Dr. Epstein's book is a perfect storehouse of information, 
and in its own particular province may be judged unique. It deserves to 
be warm!y welcomed as a most valuable aid to a thorough uuderstanding 
of the communal life of the Jows in Spain, and a true estimate of the 
amazing activity of a great authority in Israel, whose fame was such that 
in his own day he was designated as The Rabbi of Spain.“ The volume 
bears the touching dedication: “To the sacred and loving m mory of my 
dear wife, Jennie (néo Hurwitz), 13997—1924.”

“Tic JOURNAL OF THE PALESTINE ORIENTAL Socrety” (Jernsalem) 
bas now entered upon its fifth volume. This achievement in itselt is 
worthy of praise and congrataiation. The first number of the filth 
volume just to hand contains the following contributions; “Lunacy in 
Palestinian Folklore.” by Mr. Stephan H. Stephan: “The Administrativo 
Divisions of Israel and Judah,“ by Mr. W. F. Albright: The Cuthites 
and I’saim 71,“ by Mr. M. E. Eliash: and “Le Blason de |'Amir Salar,” 
by Mr. L. A. Mayer. Mr. Eliash recalls that originally the Sanctification 
of the New Moon was announced by the lighting of beacons. But when the 
Cuthites “caused trouble” the sending of emissaries to distant communities 
was instituted, The Cuthites “caused trouble” by lighting beacons on 
the hills on some nights preceding or following the ‘New Moon, or 
by lighting the beacons when the New Moon was not sanctified but the 
preceding month extended by one day. thus misleading the Jews. “What 
is the date of Psalm 74? Mr. Eliash prefers the theory which assigns the 
Paalm to the period of Nehemiah, for the following reasons: (a) Tue 
Pealm refers to the promoters of the trouble as “a foolish people,” as if 
that were a distinctive name. Ben Stra calls the Cuthites a foolish 
people” (cf. Yebamoth 63b). (6) The destruction of synagogues ts 
mentioned in the Psalm (v. 8). (e) The leader of the people is no more a 
prophet (v9). (a) Part of the walls was destroyed by fire (ot. Nehemiah 
1., 5; il., 13). It, then, we take it that the enemies referred to in this 
Psalm are the Cuthites, a new light is shed on the obscure verses. They 
contain a description of the “trouble caused by the Cuthites.” In verse 3, 
Mr. Eliash translates MNWP as “ beacons,” instead of as “ruins,” in the 
Revised Version. The verses would then read, Litt up Thy steps unto 
the unceasing beacons, all the evil that the enemy hath caused in the 
gauctuary. Thine adversaries have roared in the midst of Thine 
assembiies; their own signs they have set up as sigas.” In the light of 
this new interpretation the whole of the Psalm becomes ona connected 
historical picture to which the Mishvah, Rosh Hashana II., 2, referring to 
the Cuthites, provides a striking parallel. |

ANNUAL. MEETING. 


The President's Survey. 


The annual meeting of subscribers of the Anglo Jewish Association 
was held on Sunday at the Central Synagogue. Mr. O. E. D Avio 
GOL DSM, President, was in the chair. 

The PResiDENT, in moving the adoption of the annual report, said 
that the outstanding feature of tho year had been the receipt from the 
estate of the late Sir Ellis Kadoorie of the magnificent legacy of £120,000. 
It was gratifying to be able to state that so far as could be seen, the present 
responsibilities of the Anglo-Jewish Association, assuming that the (ist- 
ing support wae continued, would be met by the dividends on invest ed 
funds and other resources. He expressed warm thanks to Mr. E. 8. 
Kadoorie for the immense amount of trouble he had given to the winding 
up of his brother's estate and the success which had attended bis efforts. 
The balance-sheet showed that on the $list. May, 1924, the Association 
was still heavily in debt, and that the deficit amounted to no less than 
£7,404. A substantial amount of this was due to the Evelina School 
Building Fund. Attention had frequently been drawn by his pre- 
decessor to the lack of support in London. This year the London subscrip- 
tions amounted to £501, while the contributions from branches, ranging 
from Auckland to Toronto, from Bristol to Manchester, amounted to £41. 
He pressed the need for additional funds because undoubtedly the recent 
bequest would involve now responsibilities and new expenditure. Ira‘, 
where there wae a very large Jewish Community, and where the 
demand for the teaching of English was very great, had asked for 
English teachers—two were already there—and these demande were 
supported by local offers of real generosity and munificence. There were 
also considerable further prospective liabilities in other directions, 
including possible demands from Constantinople aud elsewhere. Jewish 


educational! neede in Eastern Europe and the East would not, and could 
not, stand stil). 


THE DEMAND FOR EDUCATION 
was much greater than it was ten years ago, and they were the 
only body in this country that had the machinery and the means 
for providing it. They were doing more in Palestine. They had con- 
tributed £100 a year to the new Technical Institute at Haifa, where 
there were already 95 pupils. They ware contributing £150 towards 
the teaching cf English at the Alliance School at Jaffa, but were faged 
with a still more serious problem with their school at Jerusalem. Miss 
Landau had suggested that the elder girls should be given sufficient 
education to enable them to pass the London University Matricu- 
lation standard, on the ground that there was no other secondary 
school in Jerusalem which met the special needs of the parents. 
Lastly, at Jer alem they had to face the fact that they would probably 
soon be compelled to give up occupation of the Abyssinian Palace, as they 
had not been able to come to terms with the owners for an extension of the 
lease. It wae clear that the provision of the new school buildings would 
involve an inroad upon their capital and diminish therefore the present 
income ofthe Association. His predecessor foresaw the need for providing 
a Building Fund and he and one or two others contributed a very large 
sum many year ago for this purpose. The fuad was now represented by 
capital to the amount of £5,000 and a debt from the Genera! Fund of 
£4 344. 
THE WORK OF THE EVELINA SCHOOL 


wae going on as satisfactorily as ever. The Government support was 
totally inadequate, but they were successfully turning out a strong and 
faithful womanhood for Palestine. Miss Reuben, B.A., had been continuing 
her devoted services to the Bombay school. Strenuous efforts had been 
made by Miss Reuben to raise the standard of the whole school. 
developments were taking place, and he bad hopes that the Bombay. 
Jewish community were recognising the value of the work done for the 
Bene Israel community. Recently the boy scouts troop won the chanrpton- 
ship at Bombay, and there was in addition a girl guides company 
which was maintaining the highest standard of efficiency. The 
total of their grants for the year was £5,136, spread over fonrteem 
Institutions, and of this total the Evelina School at Jerusalem received 
£3,489. The Joint Foreign Committee had done a very considerable 
amount of work during the year. A great deal of it had not become 
public property, and never could be public, but it was none the less 
effective and had helped to secure the one object they had in view—the 
removal of religious and civil disabilities for Jews throughout the world. 
Thanks to the efforts of the Jewish Colonisation Association, assisted by 
one or two other important Jewish bodies, the bulk of 
THE RUSSIAN REFUGEES IN RUMANIA, 

who were threatened with internment, had been evacuated to more 
hospitable shores. There remained a small residue, some of whom might 
have to be repatriated to Russia, and others who would be absorbed 
in the local population. That problem therefore they might regard as 
practically solved. But the Committee bad had to deal with the new 
Nationality: Law. and in pursuance of their policy were seeking a friendly 
understanding with the Government before taking any other measures.

given in all bona de cases of suffering under tts provisions. In Hungary, 
difficulty connected with the ers Clausus law in the Universities 
had engaged attention. There was no desire to take any unfriendly

Governments to impose similar restrictions upon Jewish students attend- 
ing centres of education.

of the influx of refugees from Asia Minor, an attempt had been made u 
imspose upon Salonika a Sunday Rest Law which would involve 
serfous disabilities for the Jewish population. A Commission had 
now been appointed, consisting of seven members, three of whom 
were Jews, to report upon the question and advise the Greek 
Government on the matter. One general feature should be referred 
to and that was the absence of definite pogroms in any part of Eastern or 
Central Europe. On the other hand, anti-Semitism appeared stil! 
dangerously active, but to be entering upon a different and more consat!- 
tutional phase The position required the utmost watchfulness by the 
Committee, who would need the support of a united community behind 
them. No one objected to criticism, and certainly not the Joint Foreign 
Committee, but he believed that their record in the past, and their work 
of recent years, had entitled them to the full support of Jewish publie 
opinion. Their relations with the Alliance Isradlite were most cordial, but 
at the present moment the Joint Foreign Committee, with the 
stood almost alone in the world in endeavouring, by legitimate means, to 
secure for the Jews in Eastern and Central Europe the rights 
to which they were entitled. How much stronger would they 
be if they could have the organised support of the greatest 
Jewish community in the world, the United States of America 
He hoped.the day might come when the Anglo-French Alliance would be 
extended so as to include their brethren on the other side of the Atlantic, 
who were now fully aware of their responsibilities. They had shown 
their warm sympathy by their magnificent relief work in Kussia and 
Central Europe. Practically the whole of the success of the work of the 
Committee was due to Mr. Wolt's talent, tact, and energy. He wished 
finally to express warm thanks to the Chairman of tho Executive Cow. 
mittee and to all his colleagues for their unfailing support during the past 
year. They were, indeed, a happy family, and he could wish that the 
same spirit of harmony which prevailed in the Anglo-Jewish Association 
existed throughout the whole of the Jewish community in this country. 
If only they could make real efforts to sink their differences, he believed 
mach of the energy which was now wasted in dissension would contribute 
greatly to the happiness and prosperity of the Jews in this conntry and 
all over the world. Cheers.) | 

The CHIEF RABBI, in seconding the adoption of the report, said that the 
President s address was a masterly survey of Jewish conditions through- 
out the world and left very little for him toadd. He congratulated the 
Association on having attained independence of ordinary public appeals, 
and said that it would be in a much better position to approach the com- 
munity on any great cause. He hoped very soon to inspect the work of 
the Association in a school which showed it at its very best. The most 
interesting portion of the printed report was that dealing with the work 
of the Joint Committee. Mr. Lucien Wolf had not merely, as the Pres- 
dent said, talent for this work, but genius. The problems in Poland, 
Greece, and Lithuania were overshadowed by that in Soviet Russia 
where three and a half to four millions of their brethren were faced, not 
only..with economic and material ruin, but with cultural impoverishment 
and spiritual destruction. If any change of government ensued it 
might mean extermination, a massacre that would end with the last Jew ‘n 
Soviet Russia. He urged that this question should engage the serious atten- 


tion of the Joint Foreign Committee, and admitted that it bristled with di- 


culties. He congratulated the Association on the loyalty and long service 
of those who administered it. Mr. Seligman and Sir Philip Magnus were 
original members, and Mr. Montefiore, their late President, had served 


. the, Association in that office for a quarter of a century. He hoped that 


Mr. Goldsmid would likewise be granted a measure of long service. 
The report was adopted. 
Haham Dr. M. GASTER moved a vote of thanks to the President. 

Mr. H. S. Q. HENRIQUES, K. C., in seconding the vote, promised that the 
Joint Foreign Committee would continue to watch the Russian situation 
very closely. He pointed out that it had been impossible to secure the 
inclusion of a Sunday rest exemption clause in the minority treaties. 

The PRESIDENT, in reply, emphasised the fact that the Joint Com- 
mittee could only act if asked to do so by the local communities. 

Dr. S. DAICHES moved a vote of thanks to the Hon. Officert and Com- 
mittees, to which Mr. LEONARD L. COHEN replied. 

Mr. JOSEPH PraG, J.P., moved, and Mr. Isaac SELIGMAN seconded, a 
vote of thanks to the Branches. 

Mr. H. M. Kiscu, C. S. I., President of the Bristol Branch, replied. 

An extraordinary meeting was afterwards held at which changes in 
the financial clauses of the Constitution were approved.

INTERVIEW FOR “THE JEWISH CHRONICLE” 


witht 


Col. R. D BARBOR. 


HE problem of the transmigrants at Eastleigh has recently 
figured largely iu public discussion, Our correspondence 
columns have borne witness to the concern which 1s felt 
for the unfortunate victims of the American Immigration 

Laws. Ilundreds of men, women, and children, most of them the 
victims of the terrible conditions in Eastern Europe, had set out to 
begin a new life across the 
Atlantic. Despite the fact that 
they had been provided with the 
American visa, they were ex 
cluded under the quota system, 
and many of them have been 
stranded at Atlantic Park Hostel, 
Eastleigh, near Southampton, 
for many months, some con- 
siderably over a year. ‘The new 
immigration law has greatly 
reduced the chances of a speedy 
release, and the poor people 
have been reduced to despair. 
A representative of the Jewish 
CHRONICLE visited Atlantic Park 
and sought an interview with 
Co’. R. D. Barbor. Col. R. D. Barbor, the Com- 

mandant, who has been doing

Allantic Park, 


“The Atlantic Park Hostel“ said Col. Barbor, “was established in 
March, 1922, by the Canadian Pacific, Cunard, and White Star Lines 
jointly, for the purpose of lodging transmigrants passing through this 
country on their way to Canada and the United States. The Park was 
developed out of buildings formerly employed as an aerodrome and 
training ground, and covers a considerable area of ground. The Hostel, 
it should be pointed out, was not designed for prolonged occupation, and 
was ostablished before the present American immigration law was 
introduced, No one anticipated the terribly drastic reductions in the 
quota which have been made. Last year the quota for Russian 
immigrants was 21,405. This year it has been reduced to 1,792. It 
will readily bs seen what an effect such a reduction has had on 
the chances of the people who were en route. A stream has been 
reduced to a driblet, and the shipping companies have been placed in a 
very trying and embarrassing position. They are under contract to 
transport the people originally shipped, and now had to maintain them 
until it is possible for them to proceed. Atlantic Park was originally 
intended as a lodging house for a few days. It has become a sort of 
bonded warehouse for human goods, and in using the term I do not wish 
to imply that everything possible is not done to lighten the lot of those 
forced to remain here. Some of the emigrants, about 200, got as far as 
Ellis Island, and perhaps those who were turned back are in a more 
unfortunate position than those who have not proceeded beyond this 
country. At present about twenty a month are going forward, but we 
still have 655 in residence of whom 566 are Jews. 


Financial Burdens. 


Naturally the maintenance of all these people imposes a very heavy 
fiaancial burden on the companies, and my task is not made any casier 
by the continual demands for the strictest economy which are made 
upon me. An attempt is made, I believe, to recover the cost of main: 
tenance from the transmigrants, but I am unable to gay how far the 
failure or otherwise to pay their scot and lot affects emigrants’ chances 
to proceed. I do not deal personally with the financial relations of the 
inmates with the companies, Naturally, their prolonged stay has brought 
about a gradual diminution of the financial resources of the emigrants 


themselves. This is reflected in the sales at our canteen wh 
fallon from £150 to £10 a month. 8 9 


Lack of Occupation. 


“One of the most trying circumstances associated with 

tho fact that we are unable to provide any occupation for pe — dag 
with the result that a condition of boredom and ennui is brought about 
that has a very depressing effect. In France and Belgium, where I 
understand the transmigrants have been allowed to go out to work there 
is a labour shortage, whereas here the exact reverse is the case and the 
Ministry of Labour and the Trade Unions are averse to the inmates bein 
allowed to seek employment. With the exception of a few — 4 — 
about the camp, none of the people are in work. Of course everythin 
possible is done to alleviate their lot in other Ways. Sports and gam : 
of all kinds are provided, and we have several football! teams 3 
organised by the inmates themselves, are held periodically. There isa 
school for the children, and classes in English are held for the adults, 


The Jewish Inmates. . 


“Special provision is made for the Jewish inmates. Kasher tood is 
provided, there is a synagogue, and a Jewish supervisor is employed. I 
admit that there have boen complaints in regard to the food. It 18 
impossible to provide the Jews with the same variety as is given to the others 
on account of dietary restrictions, but no one glancing at a week's menu 
could say that the food is insufficient. Naturally, where there is lack of 
occupation, the people have not the same zeal for the food ag it they were

SERMON FOR THE WEEK. 


Specially written for the “Jewish Chronicle.* 


There are Jews who in their ignorance complain that their religion 
lacks that personal ideal of self-sacrifice after which they wish to model 
their lives. But can they want a nobler ideal of self-surrender than 
Moses? Was there ever a more pathetic instance of absolute, life-long 
devotion to the interest of others than is furnished by the story of the 
founder of the Jewish religion? Along with patience and meekness he 
manifests a spirit of perseverance under difficulties, steadiness and energy 
of purpose in overcoming material obstacles, courage in the face of 
danger, resourcefulness and resolution ia moments of trial. The Bible. 
story sketches the events of bis life in brief outline; it is silent as to 
details. We may be sure that his protracted negotiations with Pharaoh 
and his organisation of the Exodus were tasks involved in endless dif. 
culties. The scene at the Red Sea must have taxed his powers of leader. 
ship to the utmost, What courage and skill did it not need to conduct the 
war with Amalek to a successfal issue! The spirit of the Israclites might 
fluctuate as his hands went up and down, but there was no fluctuation 
with him, They might despond or despair as food supplies ran short, as 
drought and devastation were fast turning the wilderness into a vast 
graveyard, as discouraging reports reached them of the flerce strength of 
the nations whom they sought to conquer, or as his authority was con. 
tested by members of his own tribe. But his spirit did not quail. The 
deeper the gloom and despondency he saw around him, the higher mounted 
bis faith in the Divine goodaess, the more necessary that he should pre. 
serve a mien of calm courage that would inspire his wayward followers 
with confidence. 


And for all this he was one of the most diMident of men. In all truly 
great natures we see this striking combination of confidence and difidence 
a shrinking at the outset from undertaking great tasks, but once engaged 
in them carrying them through unfl'nchingly to the end. And along with 
it all, a sense of dependence on a Higher Power which, while it destroys 
the pride of mere self-confidence, imparts to the character that higher 
confidence which springs from the faith that we are upheld in all the 
difficulties of life by a strength which is all unfailing as it is unseen. 
“Who am I that I should go to Pharaoh?” he asks at the outset. He 
thinks the task to which he is called needs a bolder heart, a stronger 
nerve, a more eloquent tongue than his; and moro than once he brings 
his commission back, and lays it at God's feet, because he feels 
himself unequal to its fülülment. Let this very modesty marks him out 
as pre-eminently fitted for the Divine work. That grand revelation 
vouchsafed to him in Midian was to abide with him until his work was 
done. Tho bush might burn no more, but God would ba ever present with 
him. Uader that consciousnoss the sense of his owa insignificance fades 
away. What were human obstacles to him to whom were ever-present 
the glories he had seen ia the desert? Should the people sneer at him, 
reject him, upbraid him, still that mighty vision had given him a grasp on 
eternal things which would keep him strong and true. 


This greatest of men died with the purpose of his life apparently 
unfulfilled. The one thought that sustained him through his many trials 
must have been the hopo that he should lead the nation unto the goodly 
land which had been promised to their fathers. But on the verge of its 
accomplishment, on the very border of this land, he had to surrender the 
purpose of his life. How bitter must have been his disappointment! It 
must have seemed to him as if his whole life had been a lost discipline. 
For a moment, at least, his heart must have bent beneath Its load of 
anguish. Bat only for a moment. His last and greates trial gives occasion 
for him to exhibit an acquioscence in the will of God, which was the last 
lesson he could teach by his example. Losing sight of himself, as he had 
done all along, he gives himself up to the contemplation of the future of 
the people to whom he had sacrificed so much, and in realising the great 
destiny that awaited them he finds his consolation. Something of that 
longing for rest which seizes on the faithful servants of duty when their 
work is done must have sustained him when he climbed the solitary 
mountain paths of Nebo. He had discharged the noblest duty ever 
entrusted to man, and exhibited the finest elements of character ever 
moulded into greatness. All that he was and all that he did lies open to 
our inspection in the books that bear his name. Let the example of it 
sink into our bearts as, from week to week, we read the imperishable 
story in which his life and legislation are unfolded. So shall we learn to 
order our lives aright, and to direct our footsteps in the paths of justice 
and mercy, purity and truth.

all at work, and they are sometimes a little unreasonable in the matter 
of food. Oa the whole, however, I have no reason to complain of the 
Jewish inmates; having regard to the depressing conditions under which 
they live.

inmates are free to come and go as they like, and as few restrictions as 
possible are placed upon them.

Liberal Motion Rejected. 


The New York State Assembly last Tuesday rejected a resolution to 
memorialise Congress in favour of the enactment of appropriate legisla. 
tion providing for a liberalisation of the present Immigration Law and for 
the admission of aliens whose passports were properly t ed before 
July Ist, 1924. The Asssembly refuses to take any action in the matter. 
It was intended by the sponsors to send a copy of the resolution (if 
passed) to the Clerk of the Senate and the Clerk of the House of Repre- 
sentatives to be placed before Congress, where it would have carried 
a great deal of weight as the official proposal of the Parliament of the 
State of New York. Such a resolution would have been of much assis. 
tance to the members of Congress, such as Representatives Perlman, 
Copeland, and La Guardia, who have placed liberalising amendments to 
the Immigration Law, on the agenda of Congress. 

There is little doubt that the rejection of the resolution will strengthon 
the hands of the restrictionists in Congress, who are not only opposed to 
any modification of the present quota law, but are even working for the 
enactment of one of the several Bills now pending before Congress for 
making the restrictions more rigid than they are now.—J.T.A,

Russian Refugees and the League of Nations. 
> 
Work Transferred to International Labour Organisation. 


From our Correspondent. | PARIS. 

It is announced that the Service for the Russian and Armenian 
Refagees, hitherto carried on under the auspices of the League of Nations, 
has been transferred to the International Labour Organisation. It is 
understood that the efforts of the new department of the International 
Labour Bureau will be devoted mainly to three questions: employment, 
emigration, and voluntary repatriation of the refugees. |. 

The Council of the League of Nations adopted the recommendation in 
this matter submitted to it by the High Commissioner, Dr. Nansen, and 
the Fifth Assembly of the League of Nations approved the attitude of the 
Council and voted the necessary credits. 

A credit of 203,000 Swiss francs was assigued by the Assembly of the 
League of Nations to the International Labour Bureau for this work, it 
being understood that there could be no question of giving relief or paying 
out of it the travelling expenses of the refugees, who number hundreds 
of thousands. 

Whenever any question relative to the refugees, involving political 
considerations is raised, the International Labour Organisation will 
consult the League of Nations in such matters.

The Steiger Case. 
Bombs Found in Arrested Student's Home. 


[From our Correspondent. | WARSAW. 


The Polish police are still endeavouring to build up a case against 
Stanislas Steiger, the Jewish student, who is under arrest on a charge of 
having thrown a bomb at the Polish President. The latest development 
is that a number of bombs have been found at Steiger’s house, but these 
are said to have been deposited there by a former occupant without the 
knowledge of the Steiger family. The police have confiscated the Polish. 
Jewish organ, the CHWILLA, for printing a statement hy the Chairman of 
the Jewish Parliamentary Party, Dr. Reich, against the action of the 
authorities in accusing Jews of bribing witnesses. 

The police have arrested Mr. Pincas Krasuy, the Minister for Jewish 
Affairs in the Ukrainian Government of Petlura, charging him with pro- 
Bolshevik sentiments. 


Attacks were made last Sunday on shopkeepers in the Jewish quarter 
of Warsaw, due to resentment at the fact that Jews were keeping their 
shops and businesses open on the Festival of the Blessed Virgin, which 
had been proclaimed a State holiday, Although many shops owned by 
non-Jews were also kept open, a number of Jews were beaten, some 
being severely injured, The police had to be called out to restore ordcr, 


Threats Against Einstein.

Alleged Mad Woman Arrested. 


Reports of an attempt on the life of Professor Albert Einstein in 
Berlin are apparently greatly exaggerated. According to the Berlin 
correspondent of the DAILY T&LEGRAPH, they originated in the fact that

Maria Dickson Eugenieva who was recently arrested in Paris on suspicioa 
that she intended to attack Krassin, had tried to force her way into the 
philosopher's home. For some six months before, with the exception of 
the period of her detention in Paris, she had sent him threatening letters. 
When Professor Einstein opposed her entry into the flat she mado off, 
dropping a letter which proved to contain only a xe quest for assistance. 
Professor Einstein and his friends have very generously responded to this 
appeal, and, extricating her from the hands of the police, who had mean- 
while arrested her, have had her cared for in an asylum. 


Jewish Colonisation in the Crimea.

An Application Refused. 


The Ministry of Agriculture of the Crimean Republic has rejected the 
application formulated by the Soviet Government's Committee for Jewish 
Land Settlement for an area of 40,000 dessiafins (over 1,000 acres) in the 
Crimea for settling there immediately 1,400 Jewish families. The 
Ministry has allocated only 12,500 dessiatins, but has promised to increase 
the area set aside for Jewish colonisation when it has completed its 
enquiry into the total available extent of free land ia the Crimea,

Measures Against Jassy Anti-Semites 


A Petlura Rumour. 


(From our Correspondent.) BUCHAREST. 

Professor Caza, the leader of the Rumanian Jew-baiters, has boon 
found guilty by the Disciplinary Commission of Inquiry of having in the 
course of his lectures at Jassy University conducted a nationalist agita- 
tion, and of having thus been responsible for anti-Semitic and Fascisti 
disturbances. Stern measures are being taken by the police against the 
anti-Semitio students. All those excluded from the University for 
participation in the rioting have been ordered to leave Jassy unless they 
can prove that their parents are domiciled there. 

The Jews of Bessarabia are greatly perturbed at the rumours that 
the Rumanian Government intends to authorise the notorious pogrom 
organiser, General Petlura, to organise his fugitive Ukrainian anti. 
Bolshevik gangs in Bessarabia as a defence force against Soviet Russia. 
It is said that Petiura has signified his willingness to station his men on 
the Bessarabian-Russian frontier. 


Shechita Threatened in 7 
— 
Vienna Jews Protest. 


The Federal Ministry of Lands and Forests has issued an order to its 
officials to see that the slaughtering of cattle in Austria should be carried 
out only by pole-axing. This order amounts toa prohibition of Sihechita 
in the Austrian Federal Republic, and re-opens the question which it was 
thought had been settled after the antl-Shechi/a campaign of 190%-1905, 
the Supreme Court having then decided that a similar order issued at 
that time by the Ministry of Lands and Forests was illegal. 

The Executive of the Jewish communal organisation in Vienna hag 
made representations to the Ministry of Public Worship, the Ministry of 

Lands and Forests, and to the Board of the Vienna City Council, demand- 
og the annulment of the order. The Jewish communal organisations alt 
over the country have been notified of the steps taken by the Vienna 
community in this matter.

VISIT OF THE HIGH COMMISSIONER. 


During bis stay in Haifa Sir Herbert Samuel psid a visit to the 
Hebrew Secondary School. He inspected all parts of the school and 
attended the lessons of the various departments. The High Commissioner 
expressed bis particular satisfaction with the trades instruction and was 
of opinion that it was very important to combine the theoretical lessons 
with so much practical training. The workshops and laboratories, as well 
as the modern instruction rooms of the School, deeply impressed the 
High Commissioner. 

The number of pupils attending the School has largely increased. 
At present it is 250. About one hundred pupils have been 
newly received, many of them originating from Poland and America, 
others from Palestine. The field of the School's activity is permauently 
extending. A few weeks ago a department for the training of young girls 
in housekeeping was epened, where all branches of housekeeping, as well 
as gardening and nursing of babies and children, are taught. The 
Trade Section will shortly be opened. Ia the workshops, supplied with 
absolutely modern fittings, which are already serving for the instruction 
of the pupils of the Hebrew Secondary School, fature craftsmen will be 
trained in such a way as will enable them later on to deliver reliable 
work of high quality. Thus the aims of the School, to give the pupils, 
besides an ample apirituai instruction, practical training aud the possibility 
of choosing professions appropriate to a Jewish Palestine, will gradually 
be attained. 

A Boarding Department where forty pupilsare already living, is joined 
to the School. A new buildiog, complying with all moderna requirements, 
is in course of erection, and will be occupied from the beginning of April,

To the Editor of Tne Juin CHRONICLE. 


Bin, — Your correspondents, the Rev. B. B. Lieberman, and Dr. Homa, 
would both take me to task for baving dared to break the conspiracy of 


silence which surrounds the proposed Palestine Jewish Communities “ 


Ordinance and the Jerusalem Chief Rabbinate. Without an atom of proof, 
withouteven attompting tosubstantiate bis. statements, Mr. Lieberman 
calmly asserts that the proposed Ordinance merely desires that “ for 
administrative purposes all Jewsshall fall within one organisation,” andthat 
itis but “an act of common-sense.” Mr. Lieberman will have seen from Dr. 
Homa's remarks that not only the Agudah, but even Rabbi Kook is oppor: 
to the communal law as at present drafted, not only Rabbi Sonnenfeld, 
and his die-hards,“ but even the Mizrachists with their eternal com. 
promises, condemn this harsh measure which the Lev. B. B. Lieberman 
ventures to defend as “ the straight course of reason and common-sense.” 

Dr. Homa s communication makes more welcome reading, and it is, 
indeed, gratifying to learn that Rabbi Kook has taken a stand in regard 
to some of the proposals of the Ordinance. His situation, however, is, 
indeed, Gilbertian on the one hand, the Ordinance drafted by the Zionist 
Organisation speaks of the Chief Rabbinate as “the chief ecclesiastical 
authority of the Jews in Palestine,” and, on the other, it is now clear that 
all his wishes in ecclesiastical matters have been entirely disregarded, 
and that it was necessary for him to invoke the support of the Colonial 
Office against Zionist jingoism. Tho control of such matters as echte 
and Matzoth is to be vested in persons whose interest in these questions 
is purely passive and theoretical, while education is to be completely 
withdrawn from Rabbinical influence, and left to the tender 
mercies of those responsible for the Tel-Aviv gymnasium and [Bible 
criticism. Dr. Homa does not say what would be the attitude of Rabbi 
Kook if his express wishes in regard to the Ordinance are disregarded. The 
fortunes of the Jerusalem Chief Rabbinate are too intimately linked with 
those of the Zionist National Council for this question to be overlooked by 
orthodox Jewry throughouttho world who would wish to learn precisely 
where Kabbi Kook stands. 

Dr. Homa now tells us that Rabbi Kook has asked for the formation 
of a lay body consisting only of religiously-conforming people who would 
look after matters of a religious nature. Surely your correspondent 
is aware that this identical proposal was made by the Ag! dan 
delegation led by the Admu'r of Ger at Jerusalem nearly a twelvemonth 
ago. Orthodox sewry has not yet forgotten that this proposal was 
unconditionally accepted by Rabbi Sonnenfeld, and unceremoniously 
rejected by Rabbi Kook. The same delegation proposed a Shechita 
Board upon which representatives of both sections would sit, and this, 
too, was accepted by Rabbi Sonnenfeld and rejected by Rabbi Kook. Yet 
Dr. Homa now informs us that a similar proposal is being made at the 
present moment by Rabbi Kook. | 


As it is, we now have in ct lisrael a communal Ordinance which | 


proposes to control the religious and civic interests of Palestinian Jewry, 
and yet has no religious basis and is bound by no religious creed. Lor 
all practical purposes the first Jowish Communities Grdinance in the 
Holy Land is atheistic in its basic principles, and Godless in its tendencies. 
Tho rights of minorities, which no European State to-day questions, are 
completely overlooked. Our position is clear: either Se wet 
shall be the fundamental basis of this Ordinance, or all religious matters 
shall come within the complete and unhampered control of those to whom 
they rightly belong. There must be absolute freedom in religious 
activities, both for the individual and the community. 

We wish for no dual organisations; rather would we turn the 
swords of Jewish fratricidal strife into ploughshares for the upbuilding 
of Eretz Yisrae’, but not through religious persecution or political 
subjugation can this desired end be achieved, but rather through 
goodwill and friendly co-operation between the purely national section 
and that which fervently believes in the realisation of the ideal of

Historic Do ument on Zionism. 
— — 
PUBLISHED BY SOVIET GOVERNMENT. 
[From our Correspondent.) PARIS. 


Among the documents published by the Russian Soviet Government: 
ts @ despatch on Palestine from the British Foreign Office dated 15th 
March, 1916, to the Russian Ministry for Foreign Affairs. The British 
Government communicated to Russia its intention to create a Jewish 
Nationa! Home in Palestine in order to induce Jews in all countries to 
side with the Allies in the war. The Government was aware that many 
Jews were indifferent towards Zionism, and it qaoted a letter from Mr. 
Lucien Wolf favouring only a scheme of Jewish colonisation, equality of 
all citizens and local government in the Jewish towns and villsses of 
Palestine. The Government regarded Mr. Wolt's plan as too mild, and 
sought as heme of placing the Jews in control of the whole country, with 
the exception of the Holy Places, if only they could get into Palestine in» 
sufficiently large numbers to withstand the Arabs. The British Govern- 
ment expressed its belief that the Jews were opposed to an international 
protectorate in Palestine, and it asked the British Embassy in Petrograd 
to obtain the views of Russia on the matter.

Jewish National News Items.

Tun British Consulate in Warsaw is being attacked by Jewish 
circles in Poland on the grounds of its alleged refusal to grant visas for 
emigration to Palestine.

ADDRESS BY PROFESSOR R. H. KENNETT. 

Under the auspices of the Union of Jewish Literary Societies, Canon 
R. H. Kennett, Regius Professor of Hebrew at Cambridge University, 
lectured last Sunday, at Jews College, on “Palestinian Jewry from 
Alexander the Great to the Close of the Hasmonean Rule.” Mr. H. M. 
ADLER, M. B. E., presided. | 

Professor KENNETT gave an interesting survey of the politica! con- 
ditions, internal and external, leading up to the Maccabean revolt, and 
suggested that many of these events were reflected in many portions of 
the Old Testament, the beauty and inspiration of which were not affected 
by the fact that they might have to be dated later than generally supposed. 
He propounded the theory that the Book of Jonah was an aliegory dealing 
with the perplexities occasioned by the freedom which was brought about 
by the downfall of Persia, and the conflict between those who looked toa 
wider scope for their activities, and those who thought that the Jews 
should keep to themselves. In Zechariah, the later portions of Isaiah, 
and especially in the Psalms he saw striking allusions to the trials and 
triumphs of the Maccabean period. The 2ith Psalm he attributed to the 
occasion of the re-dedication of the lemple under the Maccabees. 

The CHAIRMAN said that whatever views one might hold as to 
Professor Kennett's theories, it would make them all want to turn back 
to their Bible and re-read familiar passages. 

On the motion of Dr. C. 6. MYERS, seconded by Mr. M. A. GREEN, 
thanks were accorded to the lecturer.

manner, The establishmentof the Amalgamated Hebrew Schools in Chape! 
town was an educational achievement of the highest value. It is proving a 


great religious force in- Leeds Jewry. A resolution of importance which had 
been adopted, was to the effect that a seatholdera who had paid their contribu 
tion in full for one year were eligible for membership. in accordance with the 
rules of the Synagogue. 


Louis Street Congregaticn. 

Mr. S. Lubelski presided at the annual meeting, beid last Sunday. 
The Exccutive reported that considerable progress had been made in al! 
directions, and that the congregation was taking its proper share in all 
communal spheres.

The Reform Movement. 


Rabbi I. J. Unterman delivered a lecture last week, under tho 
auspices of the University Jewish Students’ Society, at the Students’

gave an account of the history of the Reform Movement in Judaism in 
this country, the Continent, and the United States. He characterised the 
movement, of which the new “ Liberal” congregation in London was in 
this country the most extreme exponent, as totally lacking in a construc- 
tive or positive character.

It 
imagined that a mere verbal exclusion of the points of credal differences 
between the homiletical literature of other communities and their own 
would effect a harmonisation of spiritual outlook. Such a standpoint took 
no account of the specific cultural consciotisness which centuries had 
implanted in the traditional Jewish heart and mind, and gave to Jewry 
ite essential distinctiveness, Reform Judaism tended to give undue 
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emphasis to the synagog e, whereas the traditional Jewish outlook gave 
to Jewish education the supremacy as moulding the whole character 
according to the standards of Jewish thought and making Judaism a way 
not merely of prayer but of life.

The evidence showed that for the last 
forty years it had been the practice in Manchester for collectors for 
Jewish charitable institutions to attend Jewish funerals. Isaacs and 
Gleicher were Collector and Secretary, respectively. of the Chevra 
Kadisha, and Levy and Freeman occupied similar positions for the 
Talmud Torah School. The ¢::mmonses against Isaacs and Levy were 
tor making the collections, while Gleicher and Freeman were summoned, 
in their official capacities of secretaries, for aiding and abetting. Fuper-. 
intendent Lansberry said that the collections were committed by the Chief 
Constable so long as they were made at houses from which fiinerals 
wero taking place, but Isaacs and Levy had been making collections in 
the strects, 

Mine Director Charged with Fraud.—Before Sir Chartres Biron, at 
Bow Street Police Court, on Wednesday, JoserH Mens, 55, director of 
the Bingo Gold Mine Co., Canada, was charged under the Fugitive 
Offenders Act with fraud and with circulating false statements relating 
to the Bingo Mines. Mr. Travers Humphreys, for tho accused, said 
that an application bad been made to the High Commissioner, asking 
if he would consent to Myers returning voluntarily to Canada at 
once, instead of waiting to go through the formalities under the Act, of 
having the depositions sent to this country. The Canadian Govern- 
ment bad agreed on condition that the eureties saw Myers off by the 
boat. Bail was fixed at two sureties in £1,000 each. 


Long Firm Conspiracy Charge. At the Tower Bridge Police Court 
on Tuesday, before Mr. Waddy, Morris Lipski, 23, of Lucas Street, 
Stepney, salesman; DANIEL De KOONICK, 20, drug store owner, of Brick 
Lane, E.; and SOLOMON ABRAHAM DIAMONDSTEIN, 40, of Norfolk Road, 
Brighton, were charged with conspiracy to defraud wholesale druggists. 
Sergeant Tanner stated that if accused were released on bail Diamond. 
stein would be immediately arrested by the City Police. A female 
relative of his was already in custody, and they were to be charged at 
Guildhall with conspiring to obtain furs by false pretences. Mr. Waddy 
allowed each prisoner bail in £50. Diamondstein, having been released 
on bail, was re-arrested and taken to Moor Lane Police Station to be 
formally charged. Before Alderman Sir G. Rowland Blades, at the Guild- 
all, on Tuesday, ALICE DIAMONDSsTEIN, 19, who said she was a far and 
Akin merchant, of Brick Lane, E., was charged on a warrant with having 
during the past twelve months conspired with SOLOMON DIAMONDSTEIN 
(her father) to defraud such persons as were induced to part with their 


goods to A. Diamondstein, Brick Lane, and to obtain such goods by false 
pretences. She was remanded on bail.

At the Bow Street Police Court on Monday, the above-mentioned pleaded 
“guilty” to the charge of being frequenters, and were each flaed forty 
shillings. 

A Jew AssSauited.—At Grays Police Court last week, FRANK 
HOLLENBECK, asbip's engineer, was charged with maliciously wounding 
Simon Winterman, a costumier, described as a Polish Jew, of King 
Edward Road, Hackney. The evidence for the prosecution was to the 
effect that on December 9th the prosecutor went to Tilbury to see Hollen- 
beck, to whom he said he had come to obtain money from a Miss Rose 
Crown, who was formerly in his employ, and who had had certain goods 
for which she said accused would pay. The accused proceeded to lock 
prosecutor in a cabin of aship, and later struck him several times, causing 
the injuries. For the defence, it was submitted that prosecutor went to 
the ship to cause trouble about Miss Crown, to whom accused was 
engaged. The justices reduced the charge to one of common assault, and 


fined accused £5 and costs. Accused consented to pay prosecutor £10 
compensation.
